Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and 
of the manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and 
use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor 
of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 7, 9, 16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling 
for first and second ends being secured. to each other using loop 
on one end and hook on the other end, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for first and second end being secured to 
each other using only hook fasteners. The specification does 
not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make or use the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

The claims have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112 for the 
above reasons. Please note that the Examiner may not have 
pointed out each and every example of indef initeness . The 
applicant is required to review all the claim language to make 
sure the claimed invention is clear and definite. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention thereof 
by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another 
who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of 
section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American 
Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual 
Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do 
not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly 
or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 



anticipated by Garcia 6,843,399. Garcia discloses a base (2), 
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one or more fasteners being a plurality of fasteners (Velcro 
"hook and loop" fasteners) being first and second ends being 
adapted to thread through an opening in a trnasducer (26 and 
27), a straps/means for securing the base to the patient (3 and 
4). The applicant is reminded that the application has not 
positively claimed the transducer therefore only the 
subcombination of the holder is being claimed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

The prior art discloses conventional holders including a 
plurality of fasteners having hook and loop fasteners.
